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Ergotism.

During  ihe  present  season,  owing  io  the 
heavy  rainfall  or  other  climatic  condition;, 
there  has  been  developed  upon  wild  rye  and 
other  similar  grasses  a  fungus  known  as  er- 
got, commr  nly  called  "'spurred  rye." 
Within  the  past  lew  weeks  a  number  "f  com- 
plaints have  l>e<  n  received  at  the  Kansas 
Experiment  Station  from  the  eastern  and 
central  parts  of  the  State  indicating  that  in- 
jurious and  fata]  results  have  occurred  a- 
mong  stock  from  eating  this  fungus. 

Egotism  is  a  disease  of  animals  caused  by 
eating  ergot  either  on  pasture  grasses  or 
hay,  Ergot  is  a  parasitic  fungus(CLAYICEPS 
PURPURA)  that  develops  on  the  heads  of  wild 
rye,  redtop,  and  similar  grasses.  This  fun- 
gus replaces  the  ordinary  seed  or  grain  with 
a  black  or  brown-black  grain  much  longer 
than  the  ordinary  rye  grain,  cylinbrical, 
pointed  and  slightly  curved.  The  number 
of  grains  of  ergot  in  a  single  head  of  rye  or 
grass  will  vary  from  one  to  a  dozen  or  more. 
The  grains  of  ergot  can  be  easily  recogniz- 
ed by  their  shape  2nd  color.  There  is  no 
dust  or  smut  upon  the  heads  of  grain  as 
there  is  with  some  fungi,  Ergot  does  not 
attack  corn  or  sorghum. 

Outbreaks  of  ergotism  occur  nearly  all 
over  the  world  and  often  cause  hejvy  losses 
among  cattle  and  horses,  Serious  losses 
from  ergot  in  this  State  have  not  occured 
since  18S4,  but  it  is  possible  that  owing  to 
the  abundance  of  ergi  t  upon  grasses  the 
present  season  serious  loss  may  follow  un- 
less c.ire  is  exercised  to  prevent  feeding  a 
large  amount  of  ergot.  Cold  weather  and  a 
limited  supply  of  drinking  water  seem  to 
favor  the  development  of  ergotism. 
SYMPTOMS. — The  symptoms  of  eigotisn. 
may  occur  at  once  after  eating  the  fui  gus, 
provided  the  animal  gets  a  sufficient  quan- 
tity; or  they  may  occur  only  alter  the  ani- 
mal has  eaten  the  fungus  for  some  time. 
Ergot  lessons  the  blood  su  'ply,  especially 
in  the  extremities — feet,  tail  an  1  ears^-the 
affected  parts  swell,  get  cold,  a  well-defined 
line  usually  foims  about  the  part,  below 
w'lich  the  tissue  di.'s  ai  d  sloughs  off. 
W  hen  the  feet  are  attacked  the  animal  be- 
come- very  lame.  Ergot  causes  abortion  in 
pregnant  animals,  but  this  must  not  be  con 
fouuued  with   contagious   abortion  among 


cattle.  Ergot  also  affects  the  nervous  sy- 
stem, causing  trembling  of  the  muscles, 
weakness,  staggering  gait,  and  sometimes 
convulsions.  I  he  digestive  system  is  often 
affected  and  there  may  be  purging,  indiges-. 
tion  and  abdominal  pain.  Cattle  are  more 
seriously  affected  by  ergot  than  horses. 
TREATMENT. — To  prevent  the  disease, 
do  not  feed  animals  hay  or  grass  containing 
ergot,  and  when  the  disease  occurs  ergot 
should  be  witheld  at  once.  A  purge  of  one 
pound  of  epsom  salts  for  adult  cattle,  or  a 
quart  of  raw  linseed  oil  for  horses,  should 
be  given.  Give  sloppy,  nutritious  foods 
with  plenty  of  drinking  water.  Bathe  af- 
fected parts,  feet,  etc.,  with  hot  water,  rubb- 
ing to  stimulate  circulation,  and  apply  anti- 
septics such  as  a  five  per  cent  solution  of 
carbolic  acid. 

Suspected  specimens  of  ergot  may  be  sent 
to  the  Botanical  or  Veterinary  Department, 
Agricultural  College,  Manhattan,  Kansas, 
for  identification.  Hay  that  has  been  cut 
early  is  less  apt  to  contain  trgot  than  late- 
cut  hav. — N.  S.  Mayo. — Manhattan,  Kan., 
Sept,  18,  1902. 


Choosing  a  Breed. 

Perhaps  some  may  think  that  in  order  to 
qualify  as  a  writer  on  this  subject  one 
should  have  tested  all  of  the  breeds  himself. 
I  confess  that  I  would  not  know  how  to  do 
it.  Life  is  too  short.  We  can  test  individ- 
ual birds  or  even  strains  from  different 
breeds  but  what  light  would  that  shed  on 
the  relative  merits  of  the  breed  or  breeds  in 
all  the  different  features  claimed  for  them? 
To  my  mind  a  man  who  has  tested  all  of 
the  breeds  in  his  own  yards  would  hardly 
be  justified  in  passing  judgment  upon  any 
breed  except  in  a  very  gtneral  way.  Select 
one  breed  and  stick  to  it  is  about  as  good 
advice  for  a  starter  as  can  be  given  and 
that  in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  the  writer  is 
at  presen't  bothered  with  two.  My  judg- 
ment of  the  various  breeds  of  hens  has  been 
formed  from  observation  and  the  reported 
experiences  of  many  people  added  to  a  prac- 
tical study  of  the  individual  traits  and  habits 
of  such  birds  as  I  have  handled.  As  far  as 
the  outward  appearance  goes,  the  choice  of 
a  breed  should  be  determined  by  individual 
preference,  just  as  we  would  select  a  flower 
or  a  picture  or  even  a  piece  of  pie,  to  be 
matter  of  fact.  While  a  boquet  of  various 
kiiids  of  flowerf  will  be  pleasing  to  the  eye 
if  artistically  arranged,  a  flock  of  hens  of  all 
colors,  sizes  and  shapes  will  not  satisfy  our 
taste.    Farmer    Brown  'says  he  don't  care 


how  they  look  if  they  only  shell  out  the 
eggs  and  tip  the  scale  aright,  but  the  trouble 
is  that  a  mixed  flock  will  do  neither.  I  have 
looked  into  that  pretty  well.  We  want  one 
breed  of  pure-bred  birds  in  order  toget,  at 
the  start,  as  much  uniformity  as  possible  in 
appearance,  in  habit  and  in  productiveness. 
Even  when  thus  started  our  flock,  unless 
very  small,  will  lack  uniformity  in  all  of 
these  directions,  dut  not  to  such  a  degree  as 
when  the  flock  is  mixed. 

When  selecting  a  breed  one  should  care- 
fully consider  bis  environment.  There  is 
much  difference  between  a  forty-acre  farm 
and  a  town  lot  as  a  site  for  a  poultry  ven- 
ture. Some  writers  seem  to  assume  that 
most  of  us  have  the  forty-acre  farm  while 
in  fact  most  of  us  have  no  farm  at  all. 
And  this  is  not  wholly  to  our  disadvantage. 
While  hens  that  have  farm  freedom  cost 
less  to  feed,  hens  under  confinement,  if 
pioperly  bred,  fed  and  cared  for,  seem  to 
lay  better  and  pay  better.  This  is  strictly 
in  line  with  nature's  laws,  about  which  we 
hear  so  much,  and  with  precedtnts  establish- 
ed  with  other  domestic  animals  and  improv- 
eb  species  of  plant  life. 

We  have  three  general  classes  of  hens-  to 
select  our  breed  from.  The  Mediteraneans, 
the  Asiatics  and  the  American  breeds. 
Hens  of  the  Mediteranean  classes  are  very 
active  and  unless  tamed  by  confinement,  are 
very  restless.  They  can  be  confined  in 
yards  the  same  as  any  other  breed  if  the 
yards  are  large  enough  and  well  grassed  so 
that  there  is  little  temptation  to  fly  out. 
Otherwise  one  wing  and  the  tail  should  be 
clipped  or  the  yards  covered  over  with  wire 
netting.  I  have  seen  a  Leghorn  hen  fly  in- 
to the  top  of  a  large  elm  tree  as  easily  as  a 
crow.  The  Asiatic  breeds  are  large,  quiet 
and  docile,  hence,  better  adapted  to  close 
quarters.  If  quartered  on  heavy  clay  soil, 
or  any  soil  that  becomes  mud  in  wet  weath- 
er, the  leg  and  toe  feathers  are  somewhat 
objectionable.  The  American  breeds  are 
between  the  other  two.  Different  individ- 
uals and  different  strains  of  the  several 
American  breeds  vary  a  great  deal  in  their 
resemblance  to  the  Mediteraneans  on  the 
one  side  and  the  Asiatics  on  the  other. 

Perhaps  the  beginner  who  is  about  to  se- 
lect a  breed  is  interested  in  egg  production. 
I  speak  thus  because  all  beginners  are  not. 
!  He  may  want  thebieed  that  will  lay  the 
1  most  and  best  eggs,  I  have  never  yet  seen 
one  particle  of  reliable  evidence  that  proved 
that  one  breed,  as  a  breed  mind  you,  excell- 
ed another  breed  in  the  number  of  eggs  that 
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they  could  or  would  lay  in  one  year.  The 
persistent  layer  has  been  found  in  all  the 
leading  breeds.  There  was  a  time  when 
even  the  Black  Spanish  would  lay  a  few. 
The  intermittant,  moderate,  fickle  and  ex- 
ceedingly unprofitable  layer  has  been  found 
in  every  breed.  We  have  strains  or  famil- 
ies of  good  layers  and  strains  of  poor  layers 
in  all  of  the  popular  breeds.  And  here  let 
me  say  that  a  ben  is  a  good  layer  or  a  flock 
of  hens  are  good  layers,  not  because  some 
one  says  it  but  ■  because  accurate  figures 
prove  it. 

There  are  three  pronounced  tendencies 
'.hat  I  have  found  in  different  individual 
hens  that. I  have  handled  with  trap  nests. 
In  a  flock  of  fifty  for  example,  I  find  hens 
that  lay  up  inside  fat,  to  the  ruination  of 
their  egg  record,  although  poor  in  flesh; 
hens  that  take  on  flesh  at  the  expense  of  egg 
production  and  hens  that  lay  persistantly 
and  freely,  all  on  the  same  ration  and  in 
the  same  pen.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  breed, 
it  is  an  individual  trait  or  tendency.  When 
we  find  a  strain  that  has  been  bred  for  egg 
production  by  selecting  breeders  of  a  per- 
sistant laying  habit,  mated  to  sons  of  such 
layers  we  And  a  strain  that  will  contain  a 
good  proportion  of  good  layers  and  this  re 
gaidless  of  breed. 

The  Minorcas  as  a  breed  have  the  repu- 
tation of  producing  the  largest  eggs.  The 
eggs  are  white.  The  Leghorns  as  a  breed 
lay  small  white  eggs  but  strains  of  Leg- 
horns have  been  produced  that  lay  eggs  of 
good  size  when  the  pullets  are  allowed  to 
mature  before  laying.  The  Asiatics  lay 
eggs  that  are  more  or  less  brown  and  large 
or  small  according  to  strain  and  individual 
habit  or  the  fruitfulness  and  length  of  lay- 
ing periods.  The  American  breeds  lay  all 
kinds  of  eggs  according  to  individual  devel- 
opment and  breeding  or  the  particle  strain 
exhibited. 

From  what  I  have  written  I  hope  that 
the  beginner  will  discover  my  point,  which 
is:  select  the  breed  that  you  like  best  and 
stick  to  it  as  a  breed,  but  endeavor  to  get  in- 
dividual birds  that  will  meet  your  require- 
ments, not  only  in  appearance  but  in  pro- 
ductiveness; and  remember  that  many  much- 
mooted  questions  regarding  the  laying  qual- 
ities of  breeds  are  really  traceable  to  certain 
strains  of  those  breeds  and  to  the  good  or 
bad  qualities  of  individual  birds. — BY  F  O. 
wellcome  in  Poultry  Stanuard. 

Feeds  and  Winter  Care  of  Poultry. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  it  is  onlv 
necessary  to  furnish  warm  quarters  and 
feed  containing  the  elements  that  go  into 
the  composition  of  the  egg  t  o  force  hens  to 
lay  in  winter. 

There  is  not  a  farm  in  this  country  where 
these  conditions  cannot  be  met  without  ser- 
ious inconvenience. 

Corn,  oats,  wheat,  bran,  middlings  and 
clover  hay  are  to  be  found  on  most  farms  of 
the  country  or  at  nearby  places.

accessible  to  every  one,  as  these  things  can 
l>e  shipped  Ion;.;  distances  at  a  very  moder- 
ate cost  and  advertisers  in  our  columns  bid 
for  mail  orders  constantly. 

At  present  prices  for  grains  it  is  profitable 
to  feed  meat  preparations  to  the  limit  of 
safety,  and  we  believe  this  limit  is  set  by 
the  appetite  of  the  fowls. 

We  keep  meat  scraps  constantly  before 
our  nens  and  have  been  doing  so  lor  consid- 
erable time,  and  have  )  et  to  see  any  evil 


effects  of  this  practice. 

The  hens  did  not  eat  nearly  as  much  of 
this  feed  as  they  did  at  first,  but  they  eat  a 
little  every  day,  and  as  they  are  laying 
while  in  the  midst  of  moulting,  we  have 
some  reason  to  think  the  meat  feed  is  doing 
good. 

We  shall  not  advise  following  tljis  plan 
until  we  have  experimented  further,  as  it  is 
a  common  notion  that  too  much  meat  feed 
is  not  good  for  fowls. 

The  poul  rjnwn  who  lives  near  a  butcher 


shop  and  has  a  bone  cutter  is  in  a  good  con- 
dition to  make  his  hens  pay. 

Butcher's  scraps  should  not  cost  more 
than  one-half  cent  a  pound  and  the  meat 
scraps  can  be  boiled  to  shreds  and  mixed 
with  bran  as  a  mash,  while  the  bones  can  be 
cut  in  the  cutter  and  fed  in  that  way. 

This  makes  a  very  cheap  feed  for  poultry 
and  we  are  free  to  say  it  is  the  best  one  that 
can  be  used.  Fresh  meat  oi  green  cut  bones 
are  palatable  to  the  hens,  and  they  eat  it

HOW  TO  TELL  EDIBLE  MUSHROOM 

Writing  for  children,  in  the  November 
Delineator,  Charles  Mcllvaine,  author  of  a 
well  known  work  on  mushrooms,  gives  this 
concise  description  of  the  edible  and  poison- 
ous fungi.  "Never  eat  any  toadstool  found 
growing  in  the  woods  or  shady  places,  think 
ing  it  to  be  the  common,  because  the  latter 
does  not  grow  in  the  woods  but  in  open 
fields  and  pastures.  If  you  look  ai  a  mush- 
room's gills  or  plaits  you  will  see  that  they 
are  light  pink,  growing  darker,  as  it  ripens, 
until  they  are  almost  black;  it  also  has  a 
veil,  and  the  cap  is  rough,  scaley-looking  on 
top,  but  there  is  no  sheath  at  the  botlom  of 
the  stein."

Curing  Bone  and  Meat. 

The  meat  supply,  if  one  does  not  live  near 
a  town,  is  often  a  serious  problem.  It  is 
also  quite  a  nuisance  to  cut  bone  every  day 
even  if  the  bone  can  be  easily  procured.  A 
substitute  for  green  bone  can  be  had  in  pre- 
served bone  and  meat  which  can  be  easily 
prepared  and  kept  for  any  length  of  time,  if 
it  is  not  allowed  to  become  damp.  One  of 
the  best  methods  of  preserving  meat  is  to  cut 
it  in  the  bone  cutter  the  same  as  for  immed- 
iate use.  Take  this  cut  meat  and  spread  it 
on  the  floor  or  a  large  table  in  a  place  where 
there  is  a  good  circulation  of  air  but  little 
or  no  sunshine.  Rake  it  over  until  the  par- 
ticles are  well  separated  (a  garden,  rake 
will  answer  the  purpose  admirably)  and  then 
sift  over  it  fine  air  slaked  lime.  Again 
rake  it  so  that  the  lime  covers  every  particle. 
Let  it  remain  for  an  hour  or  so  and  then  sift 
on  coin  meal  in  a  sufficient  quantity  to  fully 
absorb  all  the  grease  and  moisture  of  the 
meat.  Work  it  over  thoroughly  so  that  the 
corn  meal  will  adhere  to  all  of  the  meat. 
Let  it  cure  for  several  days  stirring  it  occas- 
ionally to  keep  it  in  a  drying  condition. 
When  thoroughly  cured  it  will  be  hard  and 
perfectly  dry,  and  can,  if  desired,  be  ground 
in  a  dry  bone  mill  for  the  little  chicks.  In 
this  condition  it  will  keep  indefinately  if  not 
allowed  to  become  damp.  The  lime  is  no 
detriment  and  will  not  injure  the  fowls;  in 
fact  it  is  safer  to  feed  than  fresh  green  cut 
none.  •  .   ;  ...  -  e  • 

Another  method  of,  preserving  meat  is  to 
place  it  in  a  tight  box  and  subject  it  '.o 
fumes  of  burning  sulphur  for  an  hour  or 
more,  bui  we  prefer  the  above  method  as  it 
is  more  palateble  to  the  fowls.

Hen  Fever, 


This  is  a  very  peculiar  malady.  It  breaks 
out  and  sometimes  becomes  so  "kechin' 
that  whole  communities  are  affected 
with  it:  but  it  often  occurs  that  that  are  not 
more  than  one  or  two  victims  afflicted.  In 
this  case  the  others  look  upon  him  as  a  poor 
deluded  one-idea-sor-of-fellow  "The  idee  of 
paying  sich  prices  fur  chickens"  "whoever 
heerd  of  anybody  but  a  crank  a  payin'  $5 
fur  one  rooster"  "  A  rooster  is  a  rooster  an 
one's  good's  another."  And  so  the  wiseacres 
talk  while  the  poor  victim  goes  on  suffering 
with  his  malady.  But  did  you  dear  reader 
ever  notice  these  same  people  how  they  will 
watch  this  crank  when  he  maikets  the  eggs 
from  his  flock  how  they  will  flock  to  the 
store  and  try  to  buy  them,  then  when  they 
try  them  and  they  do  not  hatch  how  they 
berate  the  crazy  chicken  folks  and  their  pure 
bred  eggs.  Half  of  the  stories  about  pure 
bred  eggs  not  hatching  as  well  as  common 
eggs  come  out  of  circumstance;  such  as  the 
above. 

We  have  in  mind  an  old  lady  who  told  us 
we  were  undoubtedly  crazy  when  we  told 
her  we  had  payed  ten  dollars  for  all  of  our 
birds  she  hooted  and  whewed  in  real  scorn 
and  said  she  would  not  give  ten  dollars  for 
any  dozen  roosters  she  ever  heard  tell  of. 
It  so  happened  that  one  of  our  fine  S.  S 
Hamburg  hens  strayed  over  into  her  lot  and 
laid  five  eggs,  she  did  not  think  to  mention 
so  small  a  matter  however,  but  carefully  set 
the  eggs.  When  the  chicks  were  about  six 
weeks  old  we  chanced  to  call  one  day  and 
there  were  five  splendid  specimens  of  our 
treasured  birds  running  around  the  yard,  up- 
on inquiry  we  learned  the  facts.  We  told 
her  that  we  would  pay  her  for  her  trouble 
and  take  the  birds,  to  this  she  would  not 
listen.  We  offered  her  common  ones  almost 
twice  as  large  but  that  was  not  satisfactory. 
We  finally  told  her  we  would  pay  her  what 
was  right  but  the  chickens  must  come  to  our 
pens.  After  a  few  days  she  said  that  if  we 
would  give  her  30c  apiece  for  them  we  could 
take  them,  so  we  did,  we  gave  her  $1  50  for 


five  birds  six  weeks  old.  This  was  honesty 
but  it  surely  was  of  a  very  queer  kind.  This 
proves  that  it  is  a  matter  of  dollars  and 
cents  between  the  chicken  crank  and  the 
fool  crank  that  is  satisfied  with  any  kind  of 
a  muckle  dun  dunghill.  Ther"  are  we  sup- 
pose dishonest  fanciers  but  the  most  com- 
plete and  unmitigated  frauds  and  dead  beats 
we  have  ever  met  are  the  fellows  who  are 
always  boasting  about  the  foolishness  of 
pure  bred  chickens  and  the  brainlessness  of 
the  fancier. — G.  A.  Chamblin,  Moran,  Kan.

ravenously. 

They  contain  every  food  element  needed 
by  laying  hens,  and  where  they  can  be 
bought  they  should  be  used  regularly. 

Unfortunately  butchers'  scraps  are  not 
available  to  hundreds  of  poultry -men,  and 
for  these  the  meat  preparations  make  a  good 
substitute. 

We  believe  in  corn  as  a  feed  for  poultry 
and  feed  it  every  day  in  the  year.  We  feed 
as  much  corn  as  we  do  all  other  grains  to 

Corn  is  rich  in  fat  and  this  is  what  keeps 
up  animal  heat  and  furnishes  energy,  and 
for  this  purpose  it  is  cheaper  than  any  other 
grain. 


Eggs  in  Winter. 

The  whole  problem  of  winter  feeding  for 
eggs  can  be  expressed  in  one  short  sentence 
— turn  winter  into  summer.  This  is  easy  to 
say  but  very  hard  to  accomplish,  and  the 
best  we  can  do  is  to  supply  some  of  the  con- 
ditions which  exist  in  summer. 

The  first  essential  is  warmth,  but  it  must 
not  be  supplied  by  artificial  heat,  as  this 
makes  the  fowls  tender  and  susceptible  to 
colds,  but  by  warm  houses  to  keep  out  wind 
and  frost  and  conserve  the  natural  he;.t  of 
the  birds. 

Dryness  is  next  to  be  considered,  and  this 
is  best  brought  aoout  by  keeping  the  house 
clean  and  the  floor  well  litered  with  straw 
and  some  absorbent  material  like  chaff. 
Also  ventilate  a  little  by  the  windows  every 
mild  day  by  opening  them  a  little,  accord- 
ing to  the  weather.  This  will  carry  out 
moisture,  and  purify  the  air  and  keep  the 
fowls  accustomed  to  the  out.  door  tempera- 
ture, so  they  will  not  be  so  effected  by  the 
extremely  cold  spells.

The  Governments  Whitewash  Recipe. 

Very  frequently  we  are  asked  for  a  good 
recipe  for  making  whitewash.  Below  we 
give  the  formula  used  by  the  government  in 
making  whitewash,  which  will  be  found 
very  good  for  poultry  houses,  fences  and 
outbuildings  generally. 

Take  half  a  bushel  of  unslaked  lime' 
slake  it  with  boiling  water,  cover  during  the 
process  to  keep  in  steam,  strain  the  liquid 
through  a  fine  sieve  01  strainer  and  add  to 
it  a  peck  of  salt  previously  dissolved  •  in 
warm  water,  three  pounds  of  ground  rice 
boiled  to  a  thin  paste  and  stirred  in  while 
hot.  half  a  pound  of  powdered  Spanish 
whiting  and  one  pound  clean  glue  previous- 
ly dissolved  by  soaking  in  cold  water  and 
then  hanging  over  a  slow  fire  in  a  small  pot 
hung  within  a  larger  one  filled  with  water. 
Add  five  gallons  hot  water  to  the  mixture, 
stir  well  and  let  it  stand  a  few  days,"  cover 
ed  from  dirt.  It  should  be  applied  hot,  foi 
which  pnrpose  it  can  be  kept  in  a  kettle  or  a 
portable  furnace.  Coloring  matter  may  be 
added  as  desired.  For  cream  color  add 
yellow  ochre;  pearl  or  lead,  add  lamp  or 
ivory  black;  fawn,  add  proportionately  four 
pounds  of  umber  to  one  pound  Indian  red 
and  one  pound  common  lampblack;  common 
stone  color,  add  proportionately  four  pounds 
raw  umber  to  two  pounds  lampblack  For 
interior  work;  Slake  a  peck  of  lime  till  it  is 
thick  and  creamy.  While  it  ic  hot  mix  with 
a  pint  of  linseed  oil  and  one  quarter  pound 
of  glue  previously  dissolved  in  water.  Let 
the  mixture  stand  several  hours  before  ap- 
plying it.  A  little  lampblack  dissolved  m 
vinegar  and  mixed  with  whitewash  gives  a 
grayish  tint,  which  may  be  preferable  to 
pure  white;  a  little  umber  gives  a  fawn  color 
and  yellow  a  cream  tint.  Very  little  color- 
ing matter  should  be  used,  or  the  shade  will 
be  to  ~>  dark 

If  this  is  made  somewhat  thinner  than  in- 
dicated above  and  strained  through  a  flannel 
cloth  it  may  rapidly  be  applied  with  a 
sprayer  such  as  is  used  in  spraying  trees. 
When  strained  through  cotton  cloth  the  lint 
f rom  the  cotton  often  interferes  with  the 
work. — Commercial  Poultry. 


Disinfect  Your  Poultry  Houses. 

Dissolve  three  pounds  of  coperas  in  five 
gallons  of  water  to  which  add  one  pint  of 
carbolic  acid.  Use  this  freely  in  the  poul- 
try house  after  thoroughly  cleaning.  The 
yards  should  also  be  sprinkled  if  you  have 
not  dug  them  up.  Dig  up  all  yards  and 
they  do  not  need  the  disinfectant  until  after 
you  have  a  rain  to  pack  it  down  A  splen- 
did plan  is  to  keep  the  yard  well  spaded  all 
he  time.  Spade  in  some  rye  or  oats  that 
the  fowls  may  have  some  green  food.  Al- 
low this  to  grow  two  or  three  weeks  if  you 
can.  As  soon  as  it  is  eaten  off  and  killed 
spade  up  the  ground  again.  This  keeps  it 
sweet  and  pure,  and  furnishes  the  fowls  a 
dusting  place,  which  serves  to  keep  vermin 
under  control  and  111  many  ways  helps  them 
besides  this  furnishes  them  something  to  do. 


The  Young  Turkeys 


The  young  turkeys  of  the  fall  and  winter 
holiday  s  should  be  well  under  way  now, 
and  their  growth  should  be  carried  on  con- 
tinuously through  the  hot  weather.  One 
of- the  most  disagreeable  pests  that  will  an- 
noy the  young  birds  and  ultimately  c  use 
the  death  of  many  if  not  checked  are  the 
lice.  They  will  appear  in  such  numbers 
that  the  birds  will  quickly  droop  and  die. 
It  is  better  to  take  the  birds  and  hang  them 
up  and  grease  them  thoroughly.  Lard  or 
kerosene  will  accomplish  the  desired  result 
in  short  order.  Some  advocate  not  using 
either  of  these  on  the  t-irkeys  until  they  are 
at  least  a  month  old,  but  if  the  birds  are  at- 
tacked severely  by  the  lice  it  is  much  safer 
to  protect  them  in  this  way  than  to  let  them 
stand  their  chances  with  the  insects.  Lard 
is  safer  for  the  young  turkevs  than  kerosene, 
and  it  will  accomplish  the  purpose  intended. 
Frequently  the  lice  appear  on  the  young 
turkeys  before  they  are  a  week  old,  and  by 
a  month  they  are  half  killed  with  them. 
Melt  some  lard  in  a  tin  and  with  a  soft 
tooth  brush  it  is  possible  to  spread  the 
grease  over  the  wings,  feathers  of  tail  and 
body  so  that  the  lice  will  all  be  killed. 
This  should  be  done  every  few  weeks  up  to 
the  middle  of  August,  if  the  lice  are  very 
numerous  and  troublesome,  and  after  that 
time  you  will  have  little  trouble  with  them. 
Turkey s  that  are  kept  free  from  lice  will 
grow  almost  twice  as  fast  as  those  afflicted 
by  the  insects.  The  rewards  for  the  work 
will  be  very  manifest  when  it  is  time  to  kill 
and  market  the  birds.—  Annie  C.  Webster 
in  Indiana  Farmer.
